Officers Probed 31 
Crashes in October 


Officers of the traffic division of 
the Gettysburg detail of the state 
motor police investigated 31 acci­ 
dents during the month of October 
which resulted fatally for two per­ 
sons and in injuries for 24 others, 
the monthly report of Corporal G, 
J. Sweeney showed. 
The officers traveled 17,675 miles 
during last month at the wheels oi 
police cars; 2,641 miles as passen­ 
gers, and about 450 miles in their 
personal cars or by motorcycle in 
the line of duty. 
They conducted 329 patrols and 
stopped 1,117 cars for various rea­ 
sons. They recovered three stolen 
cars valued at $2,040 and other stolen 
property worth $425. 
They made 
107 arrests for violations of the 
traffic laws and six criminal arrests. 
They spent 1,289 hours on station 
duty and 791 hours on traffic duty. 
The criminal work they performed 
required 115 hours. 
Members of the criminal investi­ 
gation division covered 2,594 miles 
in the performance of their duties, 
which included investigations of 20 
criminal cases. Seven arrests were 
made and one conviction secured.

Hajrisburg, Nov. 7 < AP)—Penn­ 
sylvania dem ocrats regained con­ 
trol of the state house of represen­ 
tatives but lost ground in the state 
senate, nearly complete election re­ 
turns showed today. 
Sweeping Philadelphia and Alle­ 
gheny county and with commensur­ 
ate success through the central part 
of the state, the dem ocrats won at 
least 117 seats in the house to the 
republicans’ 82. 
Only the contests 
in Indiana and W estmoreland coun­ 
ties remained unsettled in late fore­ 
noon. 
The dem ocrats went into the elec­ 
tion with 79 house seats to the re­ 
publicans’ 129. 
Complete senate returns showed 
the 
republicans 
increasing 
their 
27 to 23 margin to 32-18. They still 
fell two votes short of the required 
strength to confirm an executive 
appointm ent 
without 
democratic 
help. 
All the 208 seats of the house 
were at stake Tuesday. Each is for 
a two-year term. 
Half the 50 seats
